After this company passed into the 
h ands of a receiver, many a t t e m p ts 
were m ad e by y o u r city authorities to 
induce the bondholders to in som e way 
b e tt e r the conditions and give to the 
city the service to which it was justly 
entitled. 
No atte n tio n was paid to 
these repeated appeals, until Messrs, j 
Bolton and Harrison, under the n am e 
of the indiana Public Ftiiities Com­ 
pany. appeared upon th e scene and ob 
tained a franchise to put in a new light 
and gas plant, 


Alter obtaining this franchise, they 
attem p ted to negotiate with the bond­ 
holders during the larger part of the 
year granted them in which to com - 1 
plete the plant, but these negotiations 
failed and, as a result, they did not J 
comply with the conditions of the fran- j 
cbise. 
T hey sought, at the hands of 
the council a new franchise for both 
gas and light, which finally went to 
bird reading, along with the franchises

Company,” represented by Mr. Bevins j 
T h e majority of the council, as I am 
advised, at this point said to the Indi- j 
a n a Public Utilities Com pany that, un j 
less they could furnish them satisfac- | 
tory evidence th a t they were able to 
finance the deal the franchise would 
not be passed. 


At this point Messrs, Harrison and 
Holton entered into negotiations with 
myself and associates by which the 
control of the Indiana Public Utilities i 
Company passed to us and, as a result, 
i went to Seym our last Monday for the 
purpose of obtaining these franchises 
and a contract for the lighting of the 
city 
On reaching the city I learned 
from

things were desired by the city: 
One 
was that the city be lighted every 
night and all night; an o th e r was that 
the people of Sey m o u r be g uaranteed 
gas at a net price of one dollar per 1
